A WONDERFULLY BEAUTIFUL SPECIMEN OF ITALIAN RENAISSANCE 
WORK, IN THE FINEST AND FRESHEST POSSIBLE CONDITION. It is One of a 
series of volumes intended to comprise the entire Missal-service of the 
Sistine Chapel under Popes Clement YII and Paul III; begun about 
1530 for Cardinal Pompeo Colonna and not yet completed at his death 
in 1532. Even the above splendid tome, which came from the 
illuminator’s hand in 1539, would not have been the end of it. Five 
of the volumes are in Lord Crawford’s library, and have been supposed 
to be the sole remnant of this glorious work of art. 

The illuminations consist of 91 large initials, and 272 small 
ones, some of which are historiated, while others are examples 
of decorative conception, displaying beautiful floral fancies, or grotesque 
and mythological figures. The borders of these initials are treated as 
distinct portions of the ornamentation, but are very lovely in their 
combinations of form and colour. In the midst of the charming 
scroll-work, we find here and there little miniatures of the most 
exquisite kind, many of them in cameo-style, cherubs, antique masks, 
and all the various features of the delicate and luxuriant imaginings 
of a Renaissance artist who had been trained in the school of Raphael. 

The marginal border on fol. xviiii encloses the Colonna arms, and 
bears the date “ MDXXXIX. M. Mai. xxi.” Upon folio xlv there is 
a fine miniature, the largest in the book, of the Presentation in 
the Temple. The treatment of this picture betrays the hand of a 
painter of distinguished rank ; the masterly composition, the grace of 
design, and the soft harmonies of colouring, being all delightful 
to the eye. 

There are ninety-seven leaves in the volume ; as the numeration 
would make the full number ninety-nine, it is evident that two leaves 
are absent. Nevertheless, the book is, in the artistic sense, perfect. 

No finer specimen of Roman decorative art, in the best days of 
the Renaissance, is likely to come into the open market for acquisition 
by anyone, however dainty his taste or weighty his purse.

Written in fine Roman characters, with the name of the scribe, and haring the 
progressive dates of his work written in various places throughout the book. The book 
is a beautiful example of its kind : a classical text, with decorative embellishments, 
handsomely written upon thin white vellum, in beautifully fine condition and in its 
original binding (little mended). 

The scribe's final inscription is “Finitus est per me Magistrum Johannem Franciscum 
Gennesium, Artium Doctorem, die 20 Octobris 1471 Nuvolarii,” and is immediately 
followed by the well-known lines “ Corduba me genuit.” The word Nuvolarii 
evidently means Novellara, a town which stands in the centre of the triangle formed 
by Parma, Mantua, and Modena. 

The arms are those of the original owner, whose name on the fly-leaf can, although 
intentionally obliterated, still be recovered. It seems to read “ Cornelii Pegnei.” 

The escutcheon resembles that of the Pino family of Genoa.

253, 254, are also in a different hand, and contain the Queen’s curious 
Letter to Sir Amias Paulett concerning the Queen of Scots and the discovery of 
the Babington plot.

This extremely interesting manuscript is remarkable, and differs from most of a 
similar description, inasmuch as the Herald has not only given the Arms and Supporters 
of the respective Sovereigns, bat also all their Cognizances or Badges. 
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13 LEICESTERSHIRE. The Visitation op the County of Leicester, by 

Samson Lennard, Blue-mantle , and Augustine Vincent, Rouge Rose 

in the yeare 1619, folio, calf 1652 4 4 0 

This is a very fine, valuable, and important copy of the Visitation of 1619, with 
numerous additions by Roger Rooe, who was a genealogist of great repute. The work 
was finished Not. 26th, 1652, and contains nearly two hundred pedigrees, with some 
evidences and an index. 

The additions in this MS. make it more valuable, from the student’s point of view, 
than the exact text of the Visitation which has been printed by the Harleian Society. 

14 LONDON, ST. CLEMENT DANES. The Poor Rate Accounts of St. Clement 

Danes Parish in 1579-80, the original signed document. The Accompte 
of us Nicholas Madoxe, John Morecrofte, Robert Carre and Richard 
Seale, collectors appointed for the poore of the p’ishe of St. Clements 
Danes wtin the Com. of Midd. accordinge vnto the Statute made and 
puided in the Queues Maties Highe Courte of Parlymament holden at 
Westminster in the xiiii yeire of Her Highnes raigne . . . from the 
vth daie of Maie in the xxith yeire of the raigne . . . vntill the xiiii 
daie of Aprill in the xxiith yeire

the signatures of the Dean of Westminster and the Recorder of London

An extremely curious docmpent, which may serve as a sort of Directory for St. 

Clement Danes, in the middle of Elizabeth’s reign, since it contains a list of between 
300 and 400 of the chief inhabitants of the parish. Amongst them are John Foxe 
(the martyrologist) and John Florye (the resolute John Florio), Lord Burleigh, the 
Earl of Leicester, and other famous personages. It is curious that Foxe and Florio, 
although their names are entered, paid no money in either of the two half years. Lord 
Burleigh paid 25 shillings on each occasion—more than anyone else ; and Leicester 
10 shilliogs. 

15 NAVY OF ENGLAND. A small folio MS. volume lettered “ Admiralty 

and Sea MSS.” and hound in old rough calf about 1699-1700

GRAPHY. A volume consisting of a singularly curious Collection 
of Papers, chiefly Scottish Autographs of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, but also of much interesting matter of a different 
kind; sm. folio, with bookplate by James Maidment , half bound 1558-1797 
This carious collection, formed by the eminent Scotch antiquary, James Maidment, 
contains, among other printed and MS. papers, a fragment of 3 leaves of the <( Poly- 
chronicon,* , printed by Caxton; a blkrft letter Broadside (tom), “ Thk Othe of 
eubrt Free man of tiie Citie of London,” presumed to be unique —Broadside 
Poems, etc. one in Macft letter—Papers containing many interesting Autographs, among 
others, Part of a Letter of the first Duke of Argyle, also his Autograph and that of the 
Duchess, Autographs of Lord Belhaven, Lord Register Primrose, Hamilton, Lord 
Cornwallis, Secretary Craggs, Alexander Hay, Elizabeth Duchess of Lauderdale, and 
many others. 

The first article in the volume is a ballad beginning “ Go forth my painful Boke, 
Thou art no longer mine . printed about 1530. It has seven stanzas of four lines 
each. This and a large proportion of the whole contents of the volume were rescued 
from the boards of old bindings. 

18 MORANT (A. W.) Seals and Armorial Bearings of English Cathedrals, 

Abbeys, Monasteries, and Religious Houses, small folio. Manuscript, 
very neatly written and illustrated by tracings and drawings , etc.; half

A valuable and extensive unprinted contribution to English archaeology and 
historical heraldry. The late Mr. Morant (who gave considerable aid in the production 
of Papworth’s Armorial) was one of the most painstaking, indefatigable, and learned 
antiquaries of our time. 

19 NEVILLES OF HOLT. A book of Correspondence and various 

memoranda relating to the properties of Henry Neville of Holt (who 
died in 1728) and his daughters; also genealogical and other 
Documents of the Napper family (from 1629 to 1700) including 
copies of leases of lands in Oxfordshire (1585-1623), and a number of 
curious receipts for cookery and domestic medicine, sm. folio, MS. on

This most interesting 
series commences with a cypher of names, by which James the Second’s party spoke of 
persons and things. The King is called 3fr. TFtsemon, Lord Sunderland, Mr. Winter , 
Lord Clarendon Mr. Tankard , Lord Godolphin Mr. Barkley , the Parliament of England 
aro called the Chesheere men , the Roman Catholics the Oxford men , Ireland is called 
Barbadoes. the Irish Primate Sir Paule Reyeord , etc. 

23 [COX (Sir Richard)] An excellent Vindication of James (the first) 

Duke of Ormonde from' the charges expressed in several malicious 
libels, small folio, MS. of 31 pp. closely written in the author's autography 
russia circa 1690 

This is evidently the author’s rough draft from the fact that it is unsigned and has 
several corrections and modifications. Bnt it was evidently thought to be worthy of 
the Ormonde Archives. It is probable that Sir Richard (afterwards Lord Chancellor) 
Cox sent the draft to Sir Robert Southwell, and that the latter forwarded it to the 
second Duke as it was. It is in the form of a long historical letter.

24 FINCH (Heneage) Report on the Triall of the Lord McGuire accused

This is portion of an immense copy of Guiart des Moulins’ French Bible, 
modified here and there in the language. As an example :—in the Quare fremuerunt, 
we see in the present MS. the words, *Li roy de la terre estureut et li prince 
sassemblerent ensemble contre nostre seigneur et en centre Crist , cest centre 
son fuis gut est enoinz Car crist vault autant o enoxnz." In other MSS., instead of 
those sixteen italicised words, we find simply “etcontre lescript diceli” (in some), and 
“ et contre lesperit dicelui ” (in others). 

The volume is in three handwritings and wants several leaves. It is all in double 
columns. The first twenty-four leaves have forty-eight lines to the column; 
the remaining 107 leaves have forty-six lines to the page and are less elaborately 
written. 

The two large miniatures on the first page are very striking. One represents 
the fight between Goliath and David, the other David, as a crowned King, harping. 
There is a good deal of the spirit of the thirtieth century in several of the pictures ; 
some of them are admirably done.

4. A Quittance signed “Henry Lord Synclar,” “ Patrik Coszboume witness,” for 
the receipt of moneys paid him by the town of Dysart. Dated 1590.

Miss Amherst is well known to all lovers 
of old gardening literature for her publica¬ 
tion in last year’s Archooologia of the 
fifteenth century treatise on gardening by 
“ Mayster Ion, Gardener,” and the careful 
way in which that interesting treatise was 
edited by her, showed that she was well 
capable of larger efforts in the literature of 
gardening. The handsome volume now 
before us bears ample testimony not only to 
her skill and perseverance, but to her power 
of massing together a very large amount 
of petty details into a book that is through¬ 
out very pleasant reading. The foundation 
of the book was laid by some excellent 
papers “ On the History of Gardening in 
England down to the reign of Elizabeth,” 
by Mr. Percy Newbery, which appeared in 
these pages in 1889; and on this foundation 
Miss Amherst has made a continuous history 
of English gardening, starting from the 
thirteenth century and reaching down to 
our own day. English gardening, as indeed 
must be the case in all nations, is largely 
interwoven with English history, and this 
Miss Amherst brings out very well ; her 


first sentence is, “The history of the 
gardens of England follows step by step the 
history of the people. In times of peace 
and plenty they increased and flourished, 
and during years of war and disturbance, 
they suffered.” And so she shows what 
difficnlties there were in the way of good 
gardening till the end of the fifteenth 
centnry, when, in “ the comparative peace 
which followed the termination of the Wars 
of tiie Roses ... the gardens were no 
longer of necessity confined within the 
embattled castle walls . . . and the custom 
came in of having gardens beyond it. With 
this additional space, there was more scope 
for play of fancy, and before long several 
changes in design came in.” From that 
time to our own the progress of gardening 
has been uninterrupted, and Miss Amherst 
takes ns through the gardens of the different 
periods; the Elizabethan gardens, which 
owed mnch of their beauty to the refugees 
from the Continent, who “brought with 
them some of the foreign ideas about 
gardening, and thus helped to improve the 
condition of horticulture ”; through the 
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stiff gardens of the seventeenth century, 
which were so largely destroyed (but of 
which, there are, fortunately, so many good 
remains) by the so-called natural gardening, 
or landscape gardening, down to the 
“ bedded-out ” gardens of our own day, and 
their partial destruction leading to the wild 
gardens and rock-garden, which are now 
the fashion. 

One great value of Miss Amherst’s book 
is, that she has brought together into one 


volume an immense mass of information of 
which very little is new, but which was 
scattered through many different publica¬ 
tions. The labour that she has spent in 
finding out these different sources of infor¬ 
mation must have been very great, but the 
result Is excellent. She has searched old 
cartularies, pipe-rolls, surveys, and probably 
hundreds of books, more or less bearing on 
her subject .—The Gardeners’ Chronicle , 
December 21st, 1895.

Owing mainly to their phonetic spelling 
and to nearly all of them being in the 
peculiar Ogam alphabet, they have been 
completely unsolved till Mr. Nicholson 
wrote a series of letters on them in the 
Academy. A revised reprint of these 
letters is inclnded in the volume, which 
also contains a classified conspectus of the 
inscriptions, an exhaustive glossary to 
them, an essay on their ages, and a 
palseographical description. 

The volume settles for ever the vexed 
questions as to what kind of language the 


Piets spoke, and whether Highland Gaelic 
is or is not a dialect derived from the 
Scots. It proves that Pictish was nothing 
more or less than ancient Highland Gaelic, 
and that consequently the latter is not a 
mere offshoot of mediaeval Irish. 

With two exceptions (found in Orkney and 
Shetland and Sepulchral), all the inscrip¬ 
tions relate to the boundaries of property, 
the stones on which they are cut being 
march-stones. And this property some¬ 
times belonged to, or was held under, a 
monastic foundation. The names of 
families and individuals which are found 
in them are often very curious.
